INVESTIGATING MINNEAPOLIS ALDERMEN 


Farther Testimony in the Examination of 
Charges of Boodleism. 

MinneaPouis, Minn., March 12.—[Special.] 
~The developments in the Aldermanic in- 
vestigation yesterday served to call outa 
large number of politicians and sightseers at 
the Council Chamber this morning. City 
Clerk Haney, who was charged yesterday 
with baving proposed a bribe, sat at the 
table with the committee, with his lawyer by 
bis side. He said: I do not care to sayany- 
thing for publication at this time. My law- 
yer has instructed me to say nothing. I don’t 
think that it is right for my man’s character 
to be besmirched on hearsay stories.“ 

T. S. Varnum, the reporter who wrote the 
story for the Nimes, gave a number of ru- 
mors of boodime he had heard of. One was 
that $10,000 had been put into the Council 
during the street-car franchise fight. Au- 
other was that it bad cost the Giobe Gas- 
light company $5,000 to get its contract. Of 
these he had no proofs, however. F. H. 
Shaw of the lumber firm of Shaw & Elliott 
was the first witness today. He testified that 
he had no conversation with any one about 
the use of money in connection with 
securing Aldermanic infiuence in getting the 
vacation of the street desired, He said that 
it was possible that he had had conversations 
with his partner, Mr. Elliott, as to the use of 
money with the Aldermen of the First 
Ward, butif so he had no recollection of it. 
He said he would rather never have the im- 
provement made than that ‘money should be 
used in that way. Mr. Elliott refused to be 
sworn without a subpoena. 

A. M. Scott told of being approached by 
Ald. Sterling of the Eighth Ward to get $500 
from the property-owners for the narrowing 
of Hennepin avenue for the benefits they 
would get. Part was to go into the ward 
tund and part to the Alderman... Mr. Ster- 
ling claimed this was entirely outside of his 
Aldermanic duties and he had a right to en- 
gage in such a speculation. Ald. Cole finally 
took the stand and corroborated President 
Johnson’s testimony given yesterday. The 
investigation will continue tomorrow. 


CAUSE OF THE LARNED BANK FAILURE. 


Too Much Money Invested in Real Estate 
at Boom Prices. 

Torka, Kas., March 12.—[Special.]—From 
a prominent attorney of Larned some partic- 
ulars were learned today of the causes which 
led to the failure of the State Bank, which 
yesterday suspended payment. The story is 
almost a counterpart of that of the failure of 
the Abilene bank. Capt. Clark Gray. the 
President, wae supposed when this bank 
started to be conservative and not 
likely to, go into speculations. When 
the boom of three years ago struck 
the country the stock of the bank was in- 
creased to $800,000 and sold at 20 per cent 
above par. The officers had overesti- 
mated the demand for money and, not liking 
to have it lie idle, went outside to smail 
towns near Larned and invested it in real 
estate at boom prices. The bottom dro 
out of the boom and town lots purchased at 
fancy prices were scarcely worth $20 an 
acre. 
Within the last vear close observers dis- 
covered that the stock was depreciating in 
value, and holders were anxious to unload it. 
Some time ago the officers. of the 
Larned Electric Light company got to bor- 
rowing morey from the First National Bank, 
ostensibly for use in their own business, 
their notes bemg indorsed by Capt. Gray. It 
is now claimed that this money was really 
used to keep the Stale Bank afloat. At a re- 
cent meeting of the Directors of the First 
National Bank President Rush was in- 
structed to loan no more money on 
Capt. Gray’s indorsement. This precipi- 
tated the crisis. A representative 
of the National Bank of Commerce 
of Kansas City visited Larned and the result 
was the bank yesterday suspended business. 
The assets are given at $71,000; liabilities, 
$33,000. Thirteen thousand dollars, including 
the claim of the Bank of Commerce, is se- 
cured by preferred notes. The $57,000 left 
and quoted “doubtful assets“ is said to con- 
sist chiefly of the depreciated real estate 
above referred to.

Considerabie Damage Done by the High 
Water of the Micsiasippi. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., March 12.—[Special.]—ne- 


ports from Arkansas and points along the 
Lower Show a most alarming 
state of affairs, auu it begins to look as if the 
present flood would tar surpass that of 1882 
both in magnitude and extent of damage. In 
Arkansas the White and Biack Rivers are 
) higher than ever known before. At Bates- 
ville the entire town is several feet under 
water and at that point the White River has 
risen thirty feet and is still rising at the rate 
of six inches an hour. The Black River is 
ten feet over its banks and at Biack Rock 
the business houses are floodea to the depth 
of from six to eight feet.’ No loss of life has 
been reported, but the damage to property is 
great, particularly in the sawmill districts. 
Advices from Greenville, Miss., state that 
Capt. Young, Chief Engineer of the Govern- 
ment fleet, has just returned from an in- 
spection of the Arkansas levees, and reports 
that they are in imminent daager of break- 
ing, and cannot stand more than six inches 
more water. As it is still ramming it is out of 
the question to think of saving that section 
from being submerged. He desires it to be 
published, so that all may be warned of the 
impending danger. At Arkansas City the 
river is still rising, and the ievee in front of 
the town is indangerof going. It is believed 
that nothing can now prevent an inunda- 
uon. tal 
Marron, III., March 12.—[Special.]—Owing 
to the continued beavy rains of Monday 
nignt, Tuesday, and Tuesday night the 
waters are higher here in Williamson Coun- 
ty than they bave been known to be in years. 
Briages, fences, etc., have been washed 
away. The Paducah division of the Cairo 
Short Line has suffered from the floods, as 
bridges, trestles, and roadbed have been 
washed away from a number of points on 
their line between Carbondale and the Ohio 
River. No trains had arrived up to 7 p. m., 
and it is doubtful if they get to making reg- 
ular time again for two or three days. 

Mempuis, Tens., March 12.—[Special.|/— 
The river here reached the high-water mark 
of 1882 at noon today and is still rising. The 
highest point on record is now reached. Rain 
is pouring down incessantly. The levees be- 
low here are holding out bravely. The few 
breaks reported were soon closed by the Gov- 
ernment forces. So far all is safe. The re- 
ports of damage in the Tensas basin and be- 
low here are gross exaggerations, 

Three or tour hundred families in and 
around Nashville had to leave their homes 
and seek higher ground. 

New Or.izans, La., March 12.—[Special.}— 
The rise in the water all along the Missis- 
sippi from Cairo to the Gulf was double to- 
day what it was yesterday. Up to this time 
there have been no crevices save that at Sap- 
pington, afew miles above Arkansas City. 
Official warning has been promulgated that 
the Arkansas levees can stand the pressure 
but a few hours longer, and ail the people 
are notified to remove their stock to places 
of safety. Atmidnicht tonight the water in 
front of the city stood four inches above the 
mark of the highest water on record. Street 
Commissioner Leche says that the city levees 
can stand only a foot more rise. 

Wasurneton, D. C., March 12.—Special 

river bulietin: 
The stage of the river at Cairo, HI., today 
is 43.8 feet. The water has risen half a foot 
in the last twenty-four bours and one foot in 
the last four days. The conditions are fa- 
vorable for a further rise. Within the next 
five days the rivers will. approximate the 
highest known water, 52 2-10 feet. 

There has been an extensive break in the 
main levee at Alsatia, thirty-nine miles above 
Vicksburg, on the west bank of the river.

THROWN DOWN A HIGH EMBANKMENT. 


Passengers Traveling Over a Canadian Road 
Terribly Shaken Up. 

PemBroxe, Out., March 12.—The morning 
train from North Bay and Mattawa, which 
passed here this forenoon an hour late, 
jumpea the track one mile beyond Graham's 
bridge, ten miles east of this place. All the 
coaches, including first-class, second-class, 
Pullman, and dining, went completely over 
a twenty-five-foot embankment, and now lie 
with their wheels in the air. Mrs. M. Mun- 
roe, mother of John W. Munroe, a contrac- 
tor, received fatal injuries; Mr. Mackay, a 
lumberman, was cut about the head, and all 
the passengers were badly shaken up, and 
many had ribs and other bones wrenched 
and broken. The dining-car waiters 
were thrown about violently. The 
cook was fatally hurt and the 
waiters are badly bruised. The engine 
remained on the rails, but all the rest of the 
train was wrecked. There were about thirty 
passengers on the train. The accident was 
caused by the rails spreading. Among the 
passengers on the train wasa convict in 
charge ofa bailiff. He was chained to 
a seat, and when the car turned 
over he hung in mid - air. He 
managed after considerable effort to free 
himself and then went to the assistance of 
his keeper and helped him from tke wreck. 
A gentleman who saw the accident says the 
train went over like a huge wave and 
snapped the telegraph poles like pipe-stems. 
Doctors have arrived at the scene of the 
wreck from Cobden and Pembroke.

TO INAUGURATE THE EXPOSITION IN 1892. 


The World’s Fuir Committee. Finally De- 
cides or That Date—Other Changes. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—[Special. | 
—-The last material modifications in the 
World’s Fair bill have been made, The new 
bill which is just completea differs in several 
important particulars from all other meas- 
ures. The final and most radical change in 
it is bringing the date back to 1892 
and making no reference to 1898 The 
exact language is: That in the celebra- 
tion of tne 400th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus an interna- 
tional exhibition of arts, sciences, manu- 
factures, and the products of the soil, mine, 
and sea, be held under the direction of the 
United States [nternawoual Commission, a 
cor poration to be created by this dct for such 
purpose, in the City of Chicago, in the State 
of Illinpis, to be inaugurated. in the year 
1892.” By using the language “inaugurat- 
ed“ the way is left open for holding the Fair 
in 98, but the provision that the public open- 
ing should be May 1, 98, is stricken out. 

When the bill was delivered by the Chica- 
go committee to the sub-committee of the 
House tonight much surprise was expressed 
at this change. Col. Davis, however, had in- 
sisted that Chicago should not be put in the 
position of seeking postponement. This 
change back to 92 is carried out in the pro- 
vision ing the opening of the Fair dy 
the Federal commission. Another radical 
modification is in cartaiiling the Federal com- 
mission of the extensive supervisory powers 
heretofore granted it, making the commis- 
sion much more powerful than the Illinois 
corporation. 

The new bill says the local corporation 
shall secure and tender a site and the build- 
ings to be erected thereon for thé purposes 
of the Exposition. Tne entrance fees and 


charges arid all matters affecting the public 
and the exhibiters shall be fixed and de- 


> 


contemplated, and Increases the jurisdiction 


of the corporation to what are considered 
necessary limits. 

The financial requirement now is that the 
Illinois corporation must satisfy’ the Federal 
commission that it has $5,000,000 bona fide 
paid in, and 
further that it is able to furnish an additional 
$5,000,000 by bonds or otherwise as soon as 
required for the actuai necessities of the 
Fair. 

Col. Davis tonight said: ‘The Finance 
Committee has been here and done its work 
in the most satisfactory manner. Mr. Gage 
and Mr. Young’s services here at this time 
were indispensable, and they did much to 
satisfy Congress that Chicago was abundant- 
ly able to redeem any and all pledges made 
during the canvass.

TO PRESERVE THE ADIRONDACK FORESTS. 


The New York Legisiature Makes an Appro- 
priation for the Purpose. 

Atzany, N. T., March 12,—[Special.)—The 

first step toward securing the entire Adiron- 
dack section for tne State forest preserve 
was accomplished today when a hill intro- 
duced by Senator Sloan became a law. This 
provides for the Forest Commission, with 
the consent of the Land Board, to expend 
$25,000 in the purchase of land within the 
forest preserve owned by companies or indi- 
viduals which the State hol@s under tax 
title. The State owns absolutely about 800, 
000 of the 4,000,000 acres of the Adirondack 
territory.

This would give 
New York a territory eighteen miles long 
and forty miles in circumference, and will 
make its population almost equal to tnat of 
London.

Most of them ex- 
press their willingness now to make almost 
any concession necessary in order to enable 
them to run their trains as fast as possible 
through the city. Without a single excep- 
tion they express their willingness to build 
substantial fences with gates at all the 
crogsings; to put on watchmen day 
and night; to operate the gates from 
towers; and to take any other precaution 
for the preyention of accidents that the 
Council may prescribe, They have informed 
the Council Railroad Committee of their 
willingness to do all this, and they say if the 
Council now fails to take the necessary 
action the people in the suburbs can no 
longer hold tne railroads responsible for the 
trouble and embarrassment caused by the 
slow trains. 

This matter they say can be permanently 
settied after the necessary arrangemeats for 
the running of faster trains have been made, 
They express a willingness to proceed with 
the construction of viaducté as speedily as 
possible, and will pledge themselves to buila 
a certain number of viaducts every year at 
such crossings as the city authorities may 
designate. 

Ine elevated track scheme! finds. buttlittle 
favor with any’ ot the roads except the Rock 
Island. They say we scheme is not feasible; 
that elevated tracks could be used for pas- 
senger-trains only; and that freight-trains 
would have to run on a level with the streets. 
Elevated tracks, they say, would be as en 
pensive as viaducts, and damages would be 
claimed by. property-owners along the line. 

The Rock Island udvocates the elevation of 
tracks because the company for several 
years has contemplated the construction of 
an elevated road over its right of way to re- 
lieve the tracks by running passenger-trains 
overhead. The eleyation of tracks as pro- 
posed by Ald. Chapman would enable the 
company to curry out that project at a largely 
diminished cost. It could construct an ele- 
vated embankment at much less cost than it 
could build a stone or steel structure such 
as is used by L“ roads. The construction 
of viaducts would thereby be avoided, which 
alone would save a Sum equal to one-half the 
cost of elevating its tracks as proposed.

TOOT REPENTS OF HIS CRIME, 


The Abscondiag Express Employe Will Re- 
turu Home. 

nab RParrps, Mich., March 12.—[Spe- 
cial. /|—Clarence J. Toot, the young cashier 
who so mystefiously disappeared from the 
office of the United States Express company 
the night of Dec. 1, 1s now on his way 
home unless he has changed his purpose 
since Feb. 36. In the New York mail that 
arrived at 10:40 last evening came a letter 


bearing foreign. postage stamps and post- 
marked Lasbon, Portugal, Feo. 80. The letter 
is addressed to his father, who pronounces it 
genuine, the handwriting being plainly that 
of his missing son. The letter is as follows: 

Ar Sua Near Lisson, Feb. 23.—Dear Father: 
How good those words sound oncé more, and 0 
how sorry that through an act of mine it may be 
for the last ume. 1 am sure you will be justified 
in forbidding them when you have read this let- 
ter. I don’t know how I came to do it. I am 
sure I never thought of it till that night. O., I 
wish had died before I came to this! I was 
sitting in the office in front of my safe. which was 
open, when my eye fell on the $1,000 package and 
for the nrst time I thought of taking it, and with 
that thought all the good in me seemed to leave 
me and I resolved to take it, not for the sake 
of the money but just for the sake of the wrong. 
I did not think of what I could do with the mopey 
when I gotit. Had it been that that I wanted i 
could have chosen a time when the safe con- 
tained several thousand dollars. Then the 


me and that I was dead. It seemed as though 
the Devil himself was in me; I danced about ana 
laughed with deligut when I thought of the 
wrong I was doing and the sorrow and trouble 1 
would cause. You know how I arranged things— 
how I left everything I was known te possess 
and tried to make it appear I was the victim of 
foul play.

I staid in Liverpool 
about a week, taking the first steamer for South 
America, and still without any plans for the 
future. It was only after I reached 
Buenos Ayres that I seemed to realize wnat 1 
bad done and the disgrace I bad brought upon 
myself and you. I was overcome with remorse, 
and what had so filled me with delight before 
now drove me nearly mad, After thinking the 
matter over I aecided the only right thing for me 
to do Was togo back and give myself up to the 
authorities, return what little money I had left, 
and after serving my time making it 
my first dim to repay what 1 
taken. With. this en in view I am 
now on my way back. This letter will reach you 
some time before I get back. so you will be pre- 
pared to receive the news of my return. Please 
don’t tell any one, unless it be mother, what I 
have told you. I shail make no statement to the 
authorities, but simply plead guiity. Then an- 
other request, can’t you prevent Fred finding out 
why lam away so long? Don't let him know I 
am com back, and I will be at liberty before 
de is old enough to understand. I have 
written him a letter. Will you ve it 
to him? Iam glad that you still have Will and 
Fred.

London. March 12.—No doubt remains as 
to the true identity of the suspect of the Ni- 
agara Falls murderer. It is clear that the J. 
Burchell of the early communications about 
the sad death of Mr. Ben well is really and 
truly Reginaid Burchell, son of the late vicar 
of Church Kirk, not the son of a London 
livery-stablexeeper, but a young man of 
good connections and of excelient education. 
Not to mention other proofs of the accuracy 
of his identification here is the notice of his 
marriage extracted from the Times for Taes- 
day, Nov. 27, 1889 4. 

On the 19ta inst., at Croydon. ald Burch- 
ell, youngest son of the late Rev. Joseph Burch 
ell, rector of Church Kirk, near Accrington, 
rural dean and tor in convonation for the 
Archdeacon of Manchester, to Florence Steven- 
son of Maberly road, Upper Norwood. 

Wherever Burchell has lived, for however 
short a time, there he has succeeded in mak- 
ing himself famous, Few men of W can 
boast of such a record. At Lincoln 
he made night hideous, and his wild 
Indian whoop was often heard at night, 
reverberating along the streets and byways 
of Oxford. He organized carousals in the 
college and out of the college at all hours. He 
wore gaudy waistcoats, and bis costunies 
rarely lacked some adorament of flaming 
hue. 
His principal achievement in the task of 
adding variety and interest to Oxford life 
was the establishment of a club called The 
Black and Tan.” The colors of this club 
were doubtless of his choosing, his predileo- 
tion for strong effects being evident.

said was necessary to give him a proper 
introduction. Emery’s wife refused to 
stay here with the children and Emery wrote 
Burchell say he could not accept the 
place. Bureheil’s address was care of the 
Clipper. Emery says he believes the money 
sent from London to Burchell in 1888 came 
from Colona, who has a shady reputauon 
but is wealthy.

Henry 
Hanson, 20 years old, who turned State’s evi- 
dence, was called. Charles Johnson, Satur- 
day, Nov. 23, he said, asked him to go to Ol- 
son’s house the next day to run Olson out of 
the country; Sunday sight, in company with 
four other boys, be drove from Blair to the 
ola Baker farm, a short distance from Olson’s 
house, where a crowd of thifty was congre- 
gated. They stopped on the way at Peter J. 
Logas’ for the rope. At the house of C. 
Johnson the ringleader appointed a commit- 
tee of four, consisting of John McKiverging, 
Dick Martin, James Nelson, and the witness, 
to get Olson from his home. 

The crowd continued to Olson’s, with the 
committee of four in the lead, who entered 
the house and dragged Oison out of bed onto 
the snow-covered ground with only his shirt 
on. Olson begged for his clothes, which bis 
wife handed out piece by piece. He put on 
his pants, vest, coat, scarf, mittens, necxtie, 
and boots. Olson was shown the rope and 
asked if he would leave the country, to 
which he replied: “This is my bome, gpd I 
mon going to stay here tili God calis me 


Olson was then hustled to a tree and the 
rope adjusted about his neck. The other 
end was passed over a limb and the rope 
pulled taut, but let down immediately, and 
Olson was asked as before if he would leave 
the county. He answered in the negative, 
and was again suspended several feet in the 
air for a few seconds and then let down, fall- 
ing helpiessiy in a beap. He was_again re- 
quested to leave the country and replied: “I 
can’t now, I'm so Sick.“ Olson was then 
taken back to the house and laid on the 
floor, and asked for 4 drink of water, which 
was given him. 

A MADDENED CROWD. 

As witness came from the house he heard 
a vote being taken by the maddened crovwd 
and cries of “Hang him!“ though some ob- 
jected. Witness said defendant Sletto had 
said Let hum hang.“ Then he was raised a 
second time. Eight or ten men entered the 
house and hurried Olson to the tree, around 
which about twenty men gathered to strin 
him up. The rope was put around his nec 
and the crowd quickly pulled him within a 
foot of the limb, eleven feet from the ground. 
Some of the party had fied before vhis oc- 
curred. The crowd thought some one should 
be appointed to stay all night with the Olson 
family and Ole Sletto and Charles Densmore 
volunteered. The crowd quickly dispersed, 
each going his own way and with little 
manifestation. Cross-examination called out 
the fact that witness understood that the in- 
tention of taking the rope with the crowd 
was to scare Olson out of the county. He 
did not suppose that it was intended to kill 
Olson. itness swore that on the way to 
Olson’s the night of the murder Ole Sletto 
said Olson ought to be hung, as he was such a 
terror in his family and the community. 

James Nelson, another young man who 
turned State’s evidence, testified substan- 
tially as Hanson, adding that he did not 
notice the defendant Ole J. Hanson with the 
crowd while at the house. 

Charles Densmore, who is charged with 
riot in the case, corroborated the other wit- 
ness. Witness and Sletto staid in the 
house of Oo till the next morning. in 
conversation Sletto said that they had got 
into a bad job, but it was better to kill one 
man than have a half dozen killed or burned. 
Mrs. Olson got suvper for her guests “and 
showed no signs of grief except to cry once. 

Yesterday added another victim following 
from the lynching case, and which served to 
increase the excitement and interest of the 
public concerning the, trial. Peter Johnson 
Loga was one of the thirty-one rioters in the 
case and it has been known that evidence 
might be brought out at thé trial showing 
some of the rioters guilty of murder. Loga 
was found hanging lifeless from a rafter in 
the barn on the farm at whieh the lynching 
mob congregated the night of the murder. 
He was probably guilty of murder and took 
his lite through fear of the final result of the 


trial. 
OLSON'S SON ON THE. STAND. 

The trial was resumed this morning with 
increased interest and attendance. Ebert 
Hanson, the 17-year-old son of the murdéred 
man, said the day ot the lynching he heard 
his orother, Ole, state to his mother that a 
mob was coming to drive his father away. 
Mrs. Olson had said she wished the crowd 
would take Olson away but not harm bim. 

Simon Bersing, son of a hotelkeeper in 
Blair, aged 19, who turued State’s evidence 
immediately after the hanging, told the 
same story of the 8 as the other wit- 
nesses. He and John MeKivergin, one of 
the rioters, weut first into the house and 
found Olson asieep in bed. 

The State recalled G. A. Sly, who said that 
Ole J. Hanson was sworn at his father’s in- 
Quest, and swore that he, Hanson, staiea at 
toe Darn taking care of stock about one hour 
while the lynching party was doing its work, 
Peter Erickson, a rioter, was call and tes- 
tified that at bis boyse the day before the 
lynching the defendant, Ole Sletto, asked 
him to go to Olson's to see if Olson would 
promise to mend his ways or they would 
make him leave the country. 

Marius Hanson, a rioter, was called and 
said Mrs. Olson told the crowd between the 
second and last bangings that her husband 
had threatened some devils a: Clajr and 
Whitehall, and putting him in did no good, 

MOTION TO DISMISS OVERRULED. 

The State rested and the defense moved 
that the court dismiss the case asthe State 
bad no evidence showing toe defendants 
guilty of murder.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION Law. 


The Illinots Statute Requiring Children to 
Attend Pubiic or Private Schools. 

An Act to Secure to Ali Children the Benefit 
of an Elementary Education. Approved 
June 23, 1888. In force July. 1, 1883: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of the 
State of Illinois, represented in the General 
Assembly: That every person having the 
control and charge of any child or children, 
between the ages of Band 14 years, shall 
send such child or children to a pubiic or pri- 
vate school for a period of not less than 
twelve weeks in ach school year, unless 
such child or children gre excused from at- 
tending school by. the Board of Kducation 
or School Directors of the city, town, or 
school district in which such ehild or chil- 
dren reside. Buch excusé y be given by 
said Board of Edycation or School Directors 
for any good cause shown why said child or 
children shall net be required to attend school 
in conformity with this act. 

Bec. 2. It shall be a good defense to any 
suit brought under this act af the person un- 
der whose control such child or ch 
can show that the mental or bodily condition 
of such child or children is such as to pre- 
vent its attendance at school or application 
to study.for the period required by this act,

The Chicago packers will have a chance to 
be heard in opposition to the Edmunds Meat 
Exportation bill.

A vast amount of evidence is in 
the possession of he department regarding 
adulterated exports from France ana Ger- 
many, aud the biil is aimed mainly at those 
two countries. 


The kind of legislation the War Depurt- 
ment wants to break up the abuses of the 
present court-martial system appears in two 
measures introduced yesterday by Represent- 
ative Cutcheoa. These bilis were framed by 
the War Department and were prompted by 
the developments in the case of Private 

ild. One of these measures provides for 
summary courts, to be convened within 
twenty-four hours of the time of 
tneir arrest, for the trial of en- 
listed men charged with offenses now 
cognizable by a . garrison or i  *regi- 
mental court. The most important feature 
of the bill and one that will put an end to the 
absurd, unjust. and inconsistent sentences 
which are so common under existing laws is 
that which authorizes the President to pre- 
scribe specific penalties for such minor of- 
fenses as are not brougut to trial before gar- 
rison apd regimental courts. Any enlisted 
man brought before tne proposed summary 
courts may, if he so desires, object to 
a hearing and determination of bis 
case and demand a trial by general 
court-martial Commanding officers are re- 
quired to make monthly returns of all the 
trials before these summary courts, setting 
forth offenses and penalties. The otber bill 
introduced by Mr. Cutcheon contemplates 
another much needed reform in the methods 
of court-martial. It prohibits judge advo- 
cates from attendance upon courts-martial 
in closed session. When his opinion is de- 
sired upon a question of law it shail be given 
in open court and spread upon the record. 


John F. Scanlan of Chicago was today ap- 
pointed a special agent of the Treasury. ‘The 
appointment has hung fire for a long time be- 
cause the Treasury is slow in makine 
changes in the special agencies. Last sum- 
mer Mr. Scanian was advised to seek this 
place rather than tbe Appraisership on the 
theory that it would be filled much earlier. 
The Avpraiser, however, was appointed two 
or three weeks dgo. Mr. Scanlan wos highly 
complimented by the Tréasury officials on 
the ability with Which he passed the exam- 
ination required of special ugents. Alter 
the usual probationary term he will probably 
be put in charge of adesk. His position is 
worth about $2,500 a year. It is hardly prob- 
able that Illinois will receive any more spe- 
cial agencies for a while yet. Senator Far- 
well and Representative Abver Taylor were 
among Scanian’s original indorsers, but not 
long ako they put in the name of ex-City 
Clerk D. W. Nickerson. It is possible that 
some other place may be found for mr. Nick- 


erson. 


Representative Mansur of Missouri, on be- 
half of the minority of the Committee on 
Territories, has filed a report presenting ob- 
jections to the passage of the bill for the ad- 
mission of Idaho now pete ing in the House. 
In part the report says: 

The precise point of difference between the 
majority and the minority is this: That the ma- 
jority assent to and = of a provision which 
deprives a citizen of the right of suffrage, dis- 
qualifies him from holding office. and prevents 
bim from serving on juries for criminal conduct 
imputed to him when ne has not been convicted 
of such criminal conduct, while the 3 in- 
sist that no citizen, being otherwise qualitied, 
should be deprived of these rights and privileges 
uniess he has been convicted of such crime by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, and where the 
penalty for such crime, or a part thereof, is such 
disqualification. —

BOUGHT BY THE “QUINCY.” 


PUROMASE OF THE BURLINGTON AND 
: NORTHERN RAILROAD. 


Negotiations Completed at Boston—The 


Price Allowed $40 a Share- Boston 
Brokers Satistied by the Big Deal—Strik- 


ing Effect on Speculation in Wall Street 
~Granger Koads Greatly Menetited— 


Sugar Trust May Declare s Dividend. 


Considerable excitement prevailed in local 
railway circles yesteraay over reports that 
the Chicago, Burlington ana Quincy had se- 
cured full control of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Northern, and that the effect of the deal 
would.be a speedy restoration of freight and 


passenger rates throughout the West. 

Reports of alike nature having been tele- 
graphed nere from the East about once a 
month forthe last year or two the rumor 
yesterday was at first discredited by rail- 
Way. officials, who thought it was 
merely a Wall street canard to help boom 
the stock market. But when the report was 
repeated in the most direct manner, the 
price paid for a controlling interest ($40 per 
Share) being given, many began to think 
there must be something in the matter this 
time. The belief that the report was true 
gained strength through the large advance 
in Burlington stocks on Wall street. 

Nothing definite regarding the deal couid 
be learced at the Burlington office in this 
city. Vice-President Stone was at home ill, 
Vice-President Peasley said he knew nothing 
about the matter, but admitted that negotia- 
tions had been ip progress between the 
owners of the two properties for some time, 
and judging by the directions of the dis- 
patches sent to various persons in this city 
during the afternoon he surmised there was 
some truth in the story. Still, as he had no 
authentic information, he did not care to ex- 
press an opinion as to the effect the absorp- 
tion wovid haye upon the Western railroad 
situation. f 

When the news was finally confirmed great 
satisfaction was expressed among railroad 
Officiais in this city. It was their opinion 
that it would have the effect of speedily re- 
storing harmony among the Western and 
North western lines. The opinion prevailed 
that the acuon of the Milwaukee and St. 
Paulin making as low rates, corresponding- 
ly, to the Missouri River as were made by 
the Burlington, and Northern between St. 
Paul and Chicago had much todo with hurry- 
ing the deal and thus stop the demoralization 
in Western rates, which was hurting the 
Burlington and Quincy seriously. It was 
said there never was any good reason why 
the O.“ should not have absorbed the Bur- 
lington ana Northern long ago, as the latter 
road had been built by parties controlling the 
former for the purpose of giving the larger 
line an outlet to the Northwest. 

A story was current last evening that 
following the meeting of the Presidents 
of the Gentlemen's“ Association, which 
Cuairman Walker bas called for 
Tuesday, March 18, to consider the 
Wisconsin Central’s notice of withdrawal 
from the association, the managers of all the 
Western and Northwestern lines would con- 
vene to agree upon a resioration of freight 
and oger rates between all points, and 
itis believed that this can now be accom- 
plished without difficulty. 

It is also the opinion of railway officials 
that the absorption of the Burlington and 
Northern by the “ removes one of the 
most serious vdstacies in the- way of consum- 
mating Chairman Walker's clearing-house 
or “trust scheme, and all that now remains 
to be done is to whip the Chicago and Alton 
and IIlinois Central into line. 

Another of yesterday’s rumors was that 
the Pennsylvania had secured control of the 
Louisville, New Albany, and Chicago (Monon 
Route), but the truth or faisity of the rumor 
could not be ascertained. 


BOSTON BROKERS SURPRISED. 


Stockholders in Both Corporations Appear 
to Be Perfectly Sat'«fied. 

Boston, Mass., March 12. — [Special. — 
State street was treated to a genuine sur- 
prise today in the announcement of the sale 
of the Chicago, Burl us ton and Northern 
railroad to the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy. The sale was effected on a basis of 
$40 per share ‘cash and stockholders are 
given sixty days to turn over their stock to 
the purchasing company. Rumors of such a 
deal have been current from time to time 
during the last three years, and that sucha 
consolidauon would ultimateiv come about 
was a foregone conclusion. But When Gen. 
Higginsou stepped into the Stock Exchange 
a little after 2 o'clock this afternoon and an- 
nounced the sale as completed surprise was 
depicted on every countenance. Some of tne 
brokers had gotten an inkling of the dea 
from a circular sent outa little earlier by 
Chairman J. Murray Forbes to the Chicago, 
Burlington and Northern directors to this 


effect: 

An offer has been made to purchase the stock 
of this company at $0 per share cash in the in- 
terest of the Obicago, Burimgton and Quincy 
railroad company, In view of all questions af- 
fecting this road it is consicered by the directors 
of the company to be for the interest of the 
stockholders to sell at this price. All stock- 
hoiders desiring to avail themselves of the offer 
must deliver their certificates of stock to Messrs. 
Lee Higginson & Co., No. 44 State street, within 
sixty days from date after they have been coun- 
tersigned in the) office of the company. Pay- 
ments to be made on delivery of certificates pre 
sented as above oh and after March 20, 1800. The 
directors have unanimously agreed to turn in 
their own holding} of sjock at the same price, 
and recommend ather stockholders to do the 
same. 

The announcement received the general 
commendation of the street, but so quiet had 
been the steps leading to it that no one knew 
how it bad been effected. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy have held 30 per cent of 
the Northern stocks since the organization 
of that road. They have been trying to in- 
crease this to a controlling interest ever 
since, but only today have they been suc- 
cessful. 

Col. Fairchild of Lee Higginson & Co.,who 
have negotiated the deal, was all smiles to- 
nightover the putcome of his work. He 
sad: We have finally atta ned our object 
and done it without creating a flurry of any 
sort. The Quincy has sought the control of 
che Northern for tne last three years. Sev- 
eral times we haye been just on the point of 

tting it when some unexpected obstacle 

as interposed. This final negotiauon was 
begun two weeks ago. Everything has been 
done quietly and not a broker was visited 
relative to it. . This prevented any stir in the 
market or attempted deal. We visited the 
large stockholders, many of whom were most 
favorable to the movement. The result was 
that at 2 o’clock today we secured enough 
Northern stock to give us a majority and the 
sale was publicly announced.“ 

Relative to the probabie effects of the sale 
on the railroad situation Col. Fairchild said: 
The result of this sale ought to help every

GRANGER KUVAwWS BaNKEFITED, 


Lively Speculation In Wall Street on Re- 
ceipt of the News. 

New York, March 12.—(|Special.]—About 
the most interesting and perhaps the most 
important piece of railroad news which spec- 
ulative Wall street has heard in a year was 


given out this afternoon half an nour before 
the stock market closed. Its effect upon 
speculation was as striking as it was instan- 
taneous. Up to that time trading in the 
Stock Exchange had been uneventful. The 
market had been dull but strong, and there 
had been po special news of interest. At 
about half-past 2 the wires from Bostod 
brought the announcement that Lue Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Raiiroad company 
had purchased the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northera for $40 a share, 

The effect was to cause an immediate ad- 
vance in prices for almost everything on the 
list. Everybody reaized at once the impor- 
tance of this purchase in stopping rate cuttihg 
among the Western rail and settling 
the troubles whi¢h have interfered with 
railroad earnings and formed a disturbing 
element in speculation for so many months. 
Orders to buy stocks rusbed in so rapialy 
that every crowd on the floor was a scene 
of activity, and in the brief time that was 
left betore the gong sounded there was heavy 
trading. The Grangers were, of course, the 
first to get the benefit of the boom. Big lota 
of these stocks were purchased at steadily’ 
rising prices, and within the last half hour 
the advance in quotations was from one to 
two points. Nearly everything on the list 
was carried upward, and prices generally 
closed higher than at any time within a month.

THE CATHOLIC BISHOPS OF WISCON: 
SIN OBJECT TO THE BENNETT Law. 


An Authoritative Statement of the Reasons 
for the Church's Opposition to the Mens - 
ure—The Priests Think It = Disguised 
Attack Upon the Parochial School Sys- 
tem—They Declare the Law to Be Un- 
necessary, Offensive, and Unjast. 


Mitwauker, Wis., March 12.—[Special.}-- 
The opposition of the Catnoli¢ Cuurch to the 
Bennett School law hus taken a definite 
form. The three Bishops of the State have 
united in a circular giving ‘their objections 
to the law, which was madé public tonight. 
The following are tne leading points of this 
circular: 

As Bishops of the Catholic Church in Wiscon- 
sin we feel called upon to make an official dec- 
laration concerning the Bennett law—in fact, to 
enter our protest against it. After caim and 
careful study of the nett law we hold that it 
inverferes-with the rights of the Church and of 
parents, We, moreover, conscieatiously believe 
that the real object of this law is not so much to 
secure a greuter amount of instruction in and 
knowleage of the English language as rather to 
bring our parochial and private schools under 
the control of the State. And in this attempt 
we cannot but apprehend the ultimate intention 
gradually to destroy the. parochial school sys- 
tem altogether. 

The impression which a close study of tha 
law leaves on our minds is this: that in the 
eyes of its framers the parochial school exists 
by the grace and ration of the State, and may 
continue to exist if it humbiy submits to the dis- 
cretionary powers granted to school boards 
through the Bennett law, but oot as a free, rec- 
ognized institution, as oldas the State itself, anc 
deriving its existence from the free will and the 
generous efforts and sacrifices of hundreds of 
thousands of citizens acting in full accordance 
with the dictates of their conscience ana tha 
spirit of the free institutions of our State and 
country. In this, our general view of tne law 
and its object, we are strengthened by .the per- 


sonal knowledge which we have from actual ob- 


servation of our school. For we are certain that 
in them the English language is used and tauga: 
to at least as great an extent as the Bennett la 
requires, : 

Alter this general observation we enter our 
most earnest protest against the Bennett law for 
the following particular regsons: e conside: 
the Bennet aw () an unnecessary law; (2) an 
offensive law; (8) an unjast law. 

AN OUTRAGE UPON INTELLIGENT CATHOLICS. 

We have in our three dioceses 264 parochial 
schools, fourteen colieges, 8. an 
schools, and nine gon asylums. To the best or 
dur own personal knowledge the English lan- 
guage is used and taught in ail of them, even for 
a longer time each year than the twelve or 
twenty-four weeks required by the Bennett law. 
The exceptions, if any, are so few shat no special 
legislation is needed as a remedy, and certainly 
not a lav so harsh and severe as the Bennett 
law, fairly bristling with threats of prosecutions 
and fines. 

In the second place we consider the Bennett 
law an offensive law. We have at least 350,000 
Catholics in Wisconsin. They areas good, law 
abiding citizens as any. Except in some places 
in which parochial schools are impossible, anc 
in some cases of carelessness, they send their 
chiidren to the parochial schools. All these 
schools have been built are maintained by 
the parents themselves, often at 4 very great 
cost and sacrifice. Never, as far as we know, 
has the State been asked to appropriate one 
single dollar for these schools. A great number 
of them have been in operation for more than 
twenty-five or thirty years. They have turned 
out hundreds and thousands of as good and use 
ful citizens as any. It is, uently, an out 
rage upon the intelligence and good character of 
our Catholic people to interfere with their 
schools. 

The Bennett law is an unjust law because 
(a) it interferes with the sacred, inalienable 
rights of parents; (b) it threatens penalties 
which are really beyond all equity; (e) it opens 
every avenue to partiality and injustice, to strife 
and disorder. 

Parents have the duty to educate their chil- 
dren. because, under God, the chiidrén beiong to 
parents who have to give to him an account for 
them, This most sacred duty necessarily gives 
them also the inalienable right to educate 
children. We deny to the Sta 
ucate the children of 
are willing and bie to do 

parents want to del 
cise of inalienable rignt 
State—as those nts do who send their 
children to the Pubic schools—the State acts 


simp! delegated power, as the agent or func- 
tionafy of thoes paroats, not aD but for 


them. If other parents, and they a 

upon thousands, do not want to ote tne 
exercise of their right, they are perfectiy free to 
retain it for themselves. All the State can de- 
mand of such parents for the common: good, is 
that they do not allow their children to grow up 
in such ignorance or to acquire such knowledge 
as would make useless or dangerous citizens of 
their children. Now, whereas our’ Cathoiic par 
ents provide an education tor their children 
which not only not endangers but promotes the 
welfare of the State, their schools d not be 
molested by any interference on the part of the 


State. 
THE POSITION OF THE CHURCH. 

As to the position of the church: She insists, 
indeed, on parents giving their children not only 
a secular but also a religious education. This 
obligation of parents, however, is not chiefly the 
result of a positive church law; but it is an obli- 
gation incumbent on Cbristian parents by the 
natural and divine law, independentof the action 
or law of the church. It is a most secred and in- 
dispensabie duty of Christian parents to educate 
their children in the knowledge, and fear, and 
love of God—to provide religious instruction for 
their children —a duty which they cannot negiect 
without guilt. The public schools professediy 
and exclusively give only a secular education; 
the parochial school is established and operated 
to give both asecular and religious education, 
and is, in our present time and circumstances, 
the ordinary and, we may say, almost the only 
means for securing to Catholic children the 
necessary religious education. For these rea- 
sons the church urges and obliges parents to 
send their children to parochial schools, for who- 
soéver 1s bound to the end is also pound to the

8 A CONTRADICTORY EXPLANATION, 

It will not do to object that the Bennett law, 
or at least the one official explanation of it 
given by the State Superintendent, assures us 
“ that there is no attempt or purpose to ostra- 
cize, antagonize, or in any manner or degree to 
interfere with parochial or any other form of 
private schools; that the law has due 
for the rights of conscience and holds parents 
alone responsible and requires of them only that 
they provipe for their children, somehow or 
somewbere, that secular education which the 
State deems necessary for its own prosperity and 
for the welfare of its citizens.” For in the very 
next sentence the State Superintendent lains 
that parents. even though they provide for the 
education in private schools—certainly then 
“somehow or somewhere’—may be summoned by 
the School Board and “must show sufficient rea 
son for non. attendance dt their o upon 
the public school.’
